1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  a  town 
clerk ;  one  selectman  to  hold  office  for  three  years ;  as- 
sessors of  taxes;  overseers  of  the  poor;  a  town  treasur- 
er; a  collector  of  taxes;  a  superintendent  of  burying 
grounds;  auditors;  highway  agent;  a  library  trustee,  to 
hold  office  for  three  years ;  a  trustee  of  town  trust  funds 
to  hold  office  for  two  years.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


We  here\\ith  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  Newing- 
ton  School  Board : 

We  feel  our  schools  have  had  a  very  successful  year. 
Our  fall  term  opened  with  Miss  Margaret  Pickering  as 
teacher  for  the  first  three  grades. 

Mrs.  Marion  Kenison  resigned  as  teacher  of  grades  four 
to  six  after  being  with  us  for  ten  years.  We  feel  sure  the 
parents  and  all  were  satisfied  Avith  her  work  and  wish  her 
success  in  her  new  school. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  Ethel  P.  Gushing  of 
Gilmanton  Iron  Works,  a  graduate  cf  Plymouth  Teachers 
College  to  take  her  place.. 

Miss  Dorothy  Rokes  is  still  with  us  as  teacher  of 
Grades  seven  and  eight.  All  three  teachers  are  very  loyal 
efficient  teachers  and  are  accomplishing  all  that  should  be 
expected  of  them. 

Mrs.  Eloise  Sheehy,  our  school  nurse,  is  always  watch- 
ful of  the  health  of  our  children,  her  influence  and  teaching 
are  showing  good  results. 

Our  Supt.  Roy  W.  Gillmore  has  rendered  excellent  ser- 
vice and  has  done  much  to  improve  and  strengthen  our 
school  system. 

Mrs.  Mary  Poore  resigned  as  our  music  tecaher  after 
serving  us  many  years.  Mrs.  Louise  Benoit  of  Hampton 
Avas  engagdeand  is  doing  very  efficient  work. 
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John  Hoyt  resigned  as  janitor  in  the  fall  and  Albert 
Comoa  was  secured  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  have  done  excellent  work  in 
selling  stamps  and  bonds,  and  are  flying  a  Minute  Man 
Flag.  To  date  they  have  sold  $1,340.95  worth  in  stamps 
and  $551.10  in  bonds. 

The  children  of  the  Newington  school  made  the  highest 
record  on  march  of  dimes  conducted  exclusively  by  the 
scholars.     Total  collected  $59.60. 

Last  summer,  under  the  able  supervision  of  Arthur 
Schurman,  we  had  some  playground  equipment  put  up.  Wc 
wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  townspeople 
and  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  for  their  cooperation 
and  help  in  installing  all. 

Again  we  urge  the  parents  and  townspeople  to  visit  the 
schools  more  frequently;  to  familiarize  themselves  with 
the  work,  and  encourage  both  pupils  and  teachers  by  their 
interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Newington  : 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  fourteenth  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  your  school. 

The  current  school  year  opened  on  September  8,  1943 
with  an  initial  enrollment  of  70.  The  total  enrollment  as 
of  December,  1943  is  16 — thirty-one  in  the  primary  room, 
twenty-nine  in  the  middle  grades  and  sixteen  in  the  tw" 
u])per  grades.  There  is  no  overcrowding  of  the  uppei 
grade  room  such  as  existed  during  the  two  previous  years. 
With  the  solving  of  this  problem,  work  is  done  more 
easily  from  an  administrative  standpoint.  The  excellen' 
results  accomplished  during  the  previous  year  under  ad- 
verse conditions  prove  earnest  effort  of  teacher  and  pupil' . 
The  result  of  this  year  w^ill  be  most  satisfactory. 

Newington  is  fortunate  in  retaining  two  of  the  teacher  .-■ 
of  previous  years.    The  thoroughness  of  the  work  acccm 
plished  in  the  three  lower  grades  is  again  assured  us.  Miss 
Pickering  understands  little  children  and,  through  this  uii 
derstanding,  is  laying    firm    foundations    upon    which   tlic 
education  of  pupils  is  based.     Particularly  difficult   is  hci 
task  since  children  from  other  schools*  are  frequenth-  ente 
ing  her  grades.    Pupils  from  other  schools,  and  particular!} 
from  other  states,  present  a  problem,  both  in  subject  mat 
ter  and  social  adjustment,  which  requires  skill  and  paticiu c 
and  much  additional  work  for  the  teacher.     In  most  cases, 
special  classes  must  be  arranged  for  a  considerable  length 
of  time. 

After  ten  years  of  successful  teaching  in  our  school.  Mis 
Marion  Kennison  resigned  to  accept  a  position  nearer  lie: 
home.     I  am   certain   the  parents   were   pleased   with    h'" 
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work  and  wish  for  her  continued  success  in  her  new  held 
We  were  fortunate  to  receive  the  services  of  Mrs.  Ethe' 
P.  Cushinj^-  who  came  to  us  from  Plymouth  Teache;-s'  Co'- 
lege.  In  the  few  months  she  has  been  with  us,  she  has 
earned  the  confidence  of  pupils  and  parents  ald-ce.  Her 
grades  are  doing-  work  of  a  high  caliber  as  is  proven  by  tlu 
results  of  standard  tests. 

The  school  district  of  N'ewington  is  to  be  congratulate' 
upon  its  management  of  finances.  Proof  of  its  soundr- 
is  the  substantial  amount  of  state  aid  earned  each  year 
The  aid  received  in  December  1943  was  $1,730.30.  Th'";  ' 
a  noticeable  help  and  represents  a  per  pupil  aid  of  $22.00  <  ■ 
nearly  25%  of  your  elementary  budget  upon  which  the  aid 
check  is  based. 

As  as  result  of  the  present  war  effort  the  schoo's  (>f  the 
United  States  are  placing  increasing  emphasis  upon  physi- 
cal health.  The  Physical  Fitness  programs  recommende i 
by  the  Army  are  now  an  integral  part  of  school  schedules. 
While  most  evident  in  the  secondary  schools,  the  junior 
high  schools  and  junior  high  grades  are  becoming  aware  o'" 
the  value  of  the  suggested  training.  Newington  is  doin"; 
its  part  and  doing  it  well.  Miss  Rokes  has  given  extra 
time  and  extra  effort  to  the  physical  training  of  our  upper 
grade  pupils. 

The  pupils  of  the  town  have  done  their  part  in  the  sell- 
ing of  war  stamps  and  bonds  as  is  shown  by  the  following 
record.  Bonds  sold  during  the  current  school  year  from 
September  1,  1943  to  January  1,  1944  had  a  purchase  prict 
of  $294.85.  Stamps  sold  during  the  same  period  amounteti 
to  $822.65.  The  figures  on  stamp  purchases  are  especiall; 
pleasing  since  they  reflect  savings  of  small  amounts  pro- 
bably by  the  pupils  themselves.  Newington  school  flies  a 
minuteman  flag.  This  means  that  at  least  90%  of  the  pu- 
pils are  buying  bonds  or  stamps. 
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Along  with  renewed  emphasis  upon  physical  training  the 
Army  asks  increased  attention  to  world  geography.  In  the 
magazine  "Education  for  Victory"  Volume  2,  No.  12,  the 
statement  is  made  "The  teaching  of  world  geography  and 
the  intelligent  use  fo  the  geographer's  tools — the  map  and 
the  globe  is  a  real  challenge  to  the  schools.  If  a  good  job 
is  done  the  prospective  inductee  will  understand  what  the 
concept  of  the  world  as  an  organic  unit  means."  It  seems 
to  us  that  all  pupils  should  acquire  this  skill  admittedly  so 
valuable  to  future  soldiers.  The  schools  of  today  and  to- 
morrow will  devote  more  time  to  the  study  of  its  world 
neighbors.  Democracy  can  well  be  taught  through  geo- 
graphy. 

During  the  curent  year  special  drill  is  being  given  in  the 
four  fundamentals  of  Arithmetic.  Frequent  testing  of  the 
pupils  in  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  div- 
ision together  with  simple  fractions  w'ill  give  us  an  accur- 
ate picture  of  our  pupils  ability  in  the  handling  of  this  im- 
portant work. 

Mrs.  Eloise  Sheehy  is  again  our  school  nurse.  There  is 
special  need  of  her  services  during  war  time  when  many 
doctors  have  left  civilian  life  to  enter  the  armed  forces. 
Her  work  is  much  appreciated  by  the  parents  and  school 
people, 

Mrs.  Mary  Poorej  who  served  as  music  teacher  in  the 
schools  of  Newington  for  a  number  of  years  resigned  at 
the  end  of  the  last  school  year.  Mfs.  Louise  Benoit,  a 
graduate  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music  has 
been  engaged  to  carry  on  the  work  which  Mrs.  Poore  did 
so  well.  I  believe  the  results  achieved  will  be  satisfactory 
to  citizens  and  pupils  alike. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  is  continuing  its  work. 
During  times  .of  stress  it  is  most  important  that  education 
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should  not  be  neglected.  An  interested  group  of  citizens 
organized  to  safeguard  the  welfare  of  its  children  is  an 
invaluable  asset  to  any  town.  Such  a  group  is  the  P.  T.  A. 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  as  a  School 
Board  for  valued  help  given  me  in  my  duties  as  Superin- 
tendent of  your  school.

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NURSE'S  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of    Schools    and    School    Board  of 

Newington  : 

Following-  are  the  health  activities  carried  on  in  the  New- 
ington  schools  from  January  first,  1943  to  January  first 
1944. 

Most  of  the  follow-up  work  and  corrective  work  follow- 
ing the  1942  physical  examinations  were  made  during  the 
winter  and  spring  terms  of  1943.       Twenty-four  children 
had  complete  dental  care.     Twelve  children  had  part  den- 
tal   care.       Two    children    had    tonsillectomies  performed. 
Four  children  had  their  eyes  examined  and  received  glass- 
es.    Three  children  had  their  eyes   examined  and  glasses 
changed.     All  children  are  vaccinated.     Two  children  had 
scarlet  fever.       I  visited  the  school  and  examined  all  the 
children  every  day  during  the  incubation  period. 
Twenty-five  visits  were  made  to  the  school. 
Number  of  children  examined  in  1943 — 17 . 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  defective  vision — 5. 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  defective  teeth — 47. 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  defective  tonsils — 2. 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  defective  hearing — 1. 
Number  of  children  weighed  and  measured — 17 . 
Number  of  children  found  to  be  underweight — 8. 

I  have  found  many  serious  dental  defects.  They  are  es- 
pecially serious  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  Many 
of  the  children  do  not  brush  their  teeth  and  many  do  not 
have  dental  treatment  unless  they  are  suffering  from  tooth 
ache.  I  shall  be  gla,d  to  transport  any  of  these  children  ii 
their  dentist  if  this  is  the  reason  for  their  not  going. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  Supeiin- 
lendent,  Mr.  Gillmore,  School  Board,  teachers  and  parents 
for  their  cooperation  and  help.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Crises  like  the  present  test  the  (juality  and  sincerity  of 
everyone's  jjatriotism  and  citizenship.  The  times  make 
such  unavoidable  demands  for  universal  cooperation  in  the 
many  lines  of  essential  regular  and  emergency  public  en- 
deavor that  the  response  given  may  well  be  assumed  to  be 
the  real  measure  of  one's  love  of  country  and  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  opportunities  it  offers.  Ranking  high  in  i.h  : 
list  of  public  endeavor  is  the  protection  of  our  forests  from 
fire.  It  calls  for  full  and  generous  cooperation  by  each  '.'f 
us.  Fire  statistics  indicate  that  better  than  98  per  cent  of 
all  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are  man-caused.  If  human 
ca-elessness  could  be  eliminated  from  the  problem,  the 
number  of  fires  would  drop  to  a  mere  minimum  of  less  than 
2  per  cent  of  present  figures  and  fire  costs  and  losses  wrjuld 
reduce  in  proportion.  While  this  goal  will  not  be  achieved 
because  of  tho  perversity  of  human  nature,  the  record  can 
l)e  vastly  improved  through  individual  disci))line,  alertness 
a'    :  .    t  peration. 

Discipline  calls  for  personal  restraint  from  following  un- 
restricted natural  impulses  to  do  as  one  pleases  with  re- 
gard to  fire;  alertness  in  cautioning  others  against  mipru- 
dent  and  illegal  burning-  and  in  promptly  reporting  fires  to 
the  local  forest  fire  warden ;  cooperation  in  complying  wth 
laws,  rules,  and  regulations  governing  the  kindling  and 
care  of  fires,  smoking,  safety  of  mechanical  units  using 
fire  in  and  near  woodlands  and  assisting  the  local  warden 
in  extinguishing  such  fires  as  may  occur. 

The  possibilities  of  disastrous  and  expensive  woods 
fires  are  constantly  becoming  niore  real.  The  hurricane 
felled  an  estimated  one  and  one-half  billion  board  feet  of 
standing  timber,  much  of  which  was  never  cleaned  up.  To 
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this  Hazard  has  been  and  is  being-  added  extensive  areas  of 
slash  from  additional  hundreds  of  millions  cut  to  produce 
vitally  needed  wood  for  the  war  effort.  With  the  stage  so 
set,  greater  caution  is  increasingly  necessary.  It  will  pay 
substantial  dividends  in  unburned  forest  areas  and  the 
saving-  of  unnecessary  fire  expense. 

The  year  1943  was  an  extremely  fortunate  one  because 
of  favorable  weather  conditions.  Many  towns  had  no 
fires,  some  had  minor  fires  while  a  few  had  expensive  ones. 
he  public  controls  the  answer  to  the  1944  and  future  years' 
fire  records.  If  the  public  is  careful  and  cooperative  the 
record  will  be  good. 

Your  town  warden  is,  perhaps,  more  perplexed  and  an- 
xious during  these  war  years  than  ever  before  because  of 
increased  forest  fire  hazards  and  diminishing-  supplies  of 
available  man-power.  He  looks  directly  to  you  to  aid  him. 
Will  you?  You  can  aid  him  most  effectively  by  always 
securing  the  required  permit  before  attempting  to  burn  and 
by  complying  fully  with  permit  requirements ;  by  being 
patient  when  he  advises  of  departmental  restrictions  on 
permit  burning  or  that  he  deems  it  unsafe  to  burn ;  and  by 
giving-  him  the  needed  assistance  in  extinguishng  fires 
when  he  needs  your  help.  To  do  so  is  to  meet  one  real 
test  of  citizenship.  «
